Planning  and  Zoning 

The  Sansome-Battery  corridor  (east  of  Tele¬ 
graph  Hill)  is  the  current  battleground  for 
THD  and  developers.  Six  projects,  in  various 
stages,  have  been  brought  to  THD’s  atten¬ 
tion.  While  THD  is  trying  to  prevent  further 
out-of-scale  development  in  the  Northeast 
Waterfront  Historic  District  on  an  individual 
building  basis,  THD  believes  that  no  develop¬ 
ment  should  occur  until  a  traffic  study  is  com¬ 
pleted  and  concludes  that  the  adjoining 
neighborhood  will  not  be  burdened  or  the 
District’s  character  changed  by  the  infusion 
of  cars  and  people.  THD  also  believes  that 
rezoning  to  a  height  limit  of  40  feet  would 
better  serve  development  and  the  District.

The  Department  of  City  Planning  is  current¬ 
ly  reviewing  Lombard  Plaza,  a  proposed 
mixed-use  project  at  the  northeast  base  of 
Telegraph  Hill.  THD  is  also  carefully  follow¬ 
ing  the  project,  since  it  would  have  a  sub¬ 
stantial  impact  on  the  now-vacant  site  be¬ 
tween  Chestnut  and  Lombard  on  the  north 
and  south  and  Montgomery  and  Winthrop 
Streets  on  the  east  and  west.  Block  G  of  the 
original  Levi  Plaza  development,  it  was  to  be 
housing  units  similar  to  the  abutting  Tele¬ 
graph  Landing  complex  and  101  Lombard 
project.  Current  plans  for  Lombard  Plaza  call 
for  housing  for  the  elderly  (to  be  subsidized 
by  municipal  bond  financing  through  the 
mayor’s  office),  and  office  building  with 
ground  floor  commercial  space,  and  a  build¬ 
ing  with  high-priced  condominiums.  All 
buildings  would  surround  a  central  plaza  on 
Montogomery  Street  that  would  be  open  to 
the  public.  THD’s  previous  suggestion  of  a 
park  on  the  project’s  perimeter  has  been 
adopted  into  the  project. 

Taldan  Investment  Company,  the  developer, 
is  seeking  special  handling  for  the  project 
because  its  design  calls  for  parking  variances 
and  exceeds  the  bulk  requirements  imposed 
by  the  City  Planning  Code.  THD,  along  with 
residents  of  101  Lombard  and  Telegraph 
Landing,  is  meeting  with  Taldan  to  reduce 
the  project’s  height  and  bulk,  alleviate  some 
design  concerns,  and  attempt  to  reduce  the 
impact  of  the  parking  variances  and  poten¬ 
tial  increase  in  traffic  spawned  by  the  project. 
The  parking  variance  calls  for  approximately 
22  fewer  parking  spaces  than  are  required  by 
the  Planning  Code.  THD  feels  that  restric¬ 
tions  placed  on  the  deed  and  in  the  con¬ 
ditional  use  permit  for  valet  parking  during 
business  hours  might  adequately  mitigate 
the  parking  concerns.  However,  THD  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  building’s  proposed  84-feet 
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height  is  excessive  and  that  the  project  looks 
too  bulky  for  the  area  (problems  which  can  be 
rectified  during  the  design  phase).  THD 
members  working  on  these  issues  are  Jim 
Ricereto,  Mark  Hinshaw,  and  Jerry  Petruz- 
zelli. 

150  Green 

An  office  building  has  been  proposed  for  150 
Green  Street,  now  the  site  of  a  garage  and 
small  office  building  in  the  Northeast  Water¬ 
front  Historic  District.  The  existing  building 
is  compatible  with  other  historic  buildings, 


but  does  not  reach  the  status  of  a  “landmark” 
entitled  to  protection  from  demolition  under 
the  Planning  Code’s  regulations.  The  project 
sponsor  is  Grosvenor  Properties;  the  designer 
is  Gensler  &  Associates.  The  old  building 
would  require  demolition  in  order  to  con¬ 
struct  the  proposed  project.  THD  feels  that 
the  purpose  of  the  District  dictates  that  no 
compatible  building  be  deliberately  torn 
down,  even  if  such  a  building  does  not  reach 
landmark  designation.  To  permit  such  demo¬ 
lition  would  set  a  dangerous  precedent.

ing  the  issues  raised  by  the  proposal.  THD 
made  its  position  clear  at  the  initial  hearing 
before  the  City  Planning  Commission  on 
April  25,  1985,  when  Betty  Rader  and  Nan 
Roth  spoke. 

Grosvenor’s  proposal  will  require  a  parking 
variance.  In  light  of  the  increasing  office  use 
of  Sansome-Battery  and  the  strain  such  de¬ 
velopment  is  putting  on  adjacent  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  THD  believes  that  great  care  must  be 
taken  to  minimize  any  spill-over  effects  cre¬ 
ated  by  the  development.  Towards  this  end, 
THD  is  (1)  fighting  variance  requests  for 
parking  on  an  individual  project  basis;  (2) 
seeking  the  completion  of  a  traffic  study  for 
the  Northeast  Waterfront  Historic  District 
on  an  expedited  basis;  (3)  ensuring  that 
neighborhood  residents  do  not  lose  existing 
parking  by  insisting  that  proposed  projects 
retain  all  existing  parking  spaces  without 
the  construction  of  the  individual  project  and 
provide  that  the  additional  parking  be  re¬ 
quired  by  the  new  project  (in  one  form,  such 
as  valet  parking)  or  another;  and  (4)  seeking 
favorable  long-term  parking  arrangements 
so  that  North  Beach  residents  or  businesses 
can  utilize  the  parking  at  night  when  the 
garage  space  is  unused. 


998  Sansome 

THD  is  working  closely  with  Heller,  Leake 
Architects,  designers  of  this  project  at  the 
southeast  corner  of  Vallejo  and  Sansome 
Streets.  998  Sansome  is  an  office  building 
with  ground  floor  retail  space  and  un¬ 
derground  parking.  Originally  proposed  as 
an  84-foot  building  with  a  rooftop  elevator 
penthouse  of  16  feet,  THD  negotiated  to  elim¬ 
inate  one  story  and  to  reduce  the  penthouse 
by  8  feet  so  that  the  elevator  penthouse  ex¬ 
ceeds  the  building  cornice  by  only  4  feet.  A 
roof  garden  with  low  shrubs  will  decorate  the 
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building.  The  current  height  is  below  the 
allowed  maximum  of  84  feet,  keeping  998 
Sansome  compatible  with  the  scale  of  neigh¬ 
borhood  buildings.  Valet  parking  in  the 
building  calls  for  deed  restrictions  on  the 
property  so  that  any  future  building  owners 
will  be  forced  to  abide  by  the  restrictions.  The 
valet  parking  operation  will  replace  existing 
parking  on  the  site,  as  well  as  accomodating 
the  parking  generated  by  the  office  space. 
THD  is  also  proposing  that  the  parking  op¬ 
eration  be  available  to  North  Beach  restau¬ 
rants’  valet  operations  at  night  to  reduce 
illegal  street  parking  by  restaurant  oper¬ 
ators  and  their  agents.  The  proposed  building 
fits  in  architecturally  with  surrounding 
building’s  design  and  color.  Jim  Ricereto  and 
Jerry  Petruzzelli  are  closely  following  the 
progress  of  this  project. 

More  Billboard  Blues 

During  the  past  two  years,  THD,  North  Be¬ 
ach  Neighbors,  and  other  merchant  and 
citizens’  groups  have  worked  with  the  Plann¬ 
ing  Department  staff  to  develop  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Commercial  Zoning  to  preserve  San 
Francisco’s  neighborhoods.  Currently  in¬ 
terim  controls — identical  to  the  proposed 
permanent  controls — are  in  effect. 

The  big  billboard  companies  are  now  lobby¬ 
ing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  omit  billboard 
restrictions  now  contained  in  the  interim 
controls.  (See  issue  #89  of  the  Semaphore  for 
details  on  THD  action  on  billboards  proposed 
for  701  Lombard  and  at  the  corner  of  Colum¬ 
bus  and  Filbert  Streets.)  The  proposed 
Neighborhood  Commercial  Zoning  in  14  ma¬ 
jor  districts  and  in  approximately  90  smaller 
neighborhood  commercial  clusters  prohibits 
general  advertising  signs  larger  than  50 
square  feet  (5’  by  10’).  Larger  signs  are  also 
prohibited  because  of  their  detrimental  effect 
on  residences.  We  fear  that  politicians  may 


vote  in  favor  of  billboards  in  exchange  for  free 
billboard  space  during  political  campaigns. 

We  must  show  the  supervisors  and  the  mayor 
that  voters  do  not  want  billboard  controls 
exempted  from  Neighborhood  Commercial 
Zoning.  The  issue  will  be  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  sometime  after  May  19. 
Please  write  or  phone  the  supervisors  now 
urging  them  the  enact  the  new  neighborhood 
zoning  intact  (not  omitting  the  billboard  res¬ 
traints).

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A  New  Leash 
on  Pet  Problems 

New  Leash  on  Life  is  a  pet  care  service  de¬ 
signed  to  meet  the  needs  of  city  people  (es¬ 
pecially  retired,  physically  restricted  and 
terminally  working),  and,  of  course,  pets. 
Specifically,  Jane  Hodge  offers  Telegraph 
Hill  Dwellers  services  such  as  dog  walking 
(from  the  home),  pet  sitting  (in  the  home), 
dog  obedience  training,  and  pet  transporta¬ 
tion  to  the  vet,  kennel  or  airport. 

New  Leash  on  Life  also  addresses  animal 
issues  at  the  community  level.  Jane  volunte¬ 
ers  her  Friday  mornings  between  9  a.m.  and 
11  a.m.  to  answer  calls  on  a  “Pet  Information 
Hotline”  (928-5147),  where  she  accepts  re¬ 
ports  of  animal  abuse,  lost  pets  and  negligent 
owners,  and  sightings  of  stray  animals.  She 
also  shares  her  information  on  behavior  pro¬ 
blems  and  caring  instruction  (including  re¬ 
ferrals  to  vets,  pet  stores,  and  grooming 
facilities).  If  she  is  unable  to  help  callers  her¬ 
self,  she  will  refer  them  to  others  who  may. 

Here  are  some  pet  tips  from  New  Leash  on 
Life: 

•  There  is  an  epidemic  of  Feline  Leukemia  in 
San  Francisco.  It  is  a  fatal  disease  spread 
by  licking,  biting  and  sneezing.  Cats  can  be 
exposed  to  the  virus  if  they  roam  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  and  come  in  contact  with  infected 
stray  cats.  If  your  cats  roam  free,  please 
vaccinate  them  with  the  new  vaccine 
“Leukocell”  to  protect  them  from  contract¬ 
ing  this  disease. 

•  Poochee  Bags,  receptacles  for  cleaning  up 
dog  litter,  are  FREE  from  the  San  Francis¬ 
co  SPCA  at  2500  16th  Street.  You  may  take 
an  unlimited  amount.  You  may  also  dis¬ 
tribute  them  to  pet  owners  on  your  neigh¬ 
borhood  running  course. 


•  For  the  past  three  months  cat  adoptions  at 
the  San  Francisco  SPCA  have  been  at 
100%!  Please  take  stray  cats  to  the  SPCA  so 
that  they  can  find  homes  rather  than  roam 
the  cold  streets. 

•  If  you  suspect  an  animal  is  being  abused  or 
a  barking  dog  is  in  physical  discomfort,  call 
the  San  Francisco  SPCA  at  621-1700.  But  if 
you  wish  to  complain  about  a  barking  dog’s 
noise,  call  the  S.F.P.D.  at  553-0123.  If  you 
want  to  report  a  litter  offender,  call  the 
SPCA  at  621-1700  or  Health  Inspector 
John  Toomey  of  the  Police  Department  at 
922-9120.  The  SPCA  is  highly  recom¬ 
mended  in  any  event  since  it  has  sensitive 
trained  inspectors  whose  primary  concern 
is  the  safety  and  well-being  of  the  animal. 
Your  name  will  be  kept  confidential  with 
both  the  SPCA  and  Police  Department,  so 
please  help  a  friend  in  need.

Safeway  Recycling 
Takes  Cans  and  Newspapers 

Despite  a  recent  newspaper  article,  our  local 
Safeway  recycling  center  does  not  take  bot¬ 
tles.  This  is  sad  news  for  those  Dwellers  who 
are  zealous  producers  of  empties,  and  for 
those  who  listen  in  the  wee  hours  to  the  music 
of  empties  being  loaded  into  garbage  trucks. 

The  one  container  in  the  East  parking  lot 
does  take  aluminum  cans  at  23  cents  a  pound 
and  newspapers  at  one  cent  a  pound.  Howev¬ 
er,  your  contribution  must  add  up  to  a  dollar 
or  more  because  they  pay  by  check  only  and 
will  not  write  a  check  for  under  a  dollar.  They 
do  accept  donations,  of  course.  Hours  are 
from  9:30  to  12:30  every  day. 

The  center  does  not  want  any  glass,  phone 
books,  magazines,  rubber  bands  or  card¬ 
board.  Despite  these  restrictions,  the  station 
handles  the  greatest  volume  of  any  station 
since  opening  in  January.  If  you  want  to  recy¬ 
cle  glass,  the  Ft.  Mason  Recycling  Center 
handles  it  and  is  open  the  second  and  fourth 
Saturdays  of  the  month  (call  for  hours).

1171  Sansome: 

Higher  Building  or 
More  Cars  on  Street 

The  saga  of  1171  Sansome  reached  a  sudden 
and  drastic  turning  point  at  the  Planning 
Commission  on  March  21  when  developer  Tai 
Associates  received  permits  to  build  either  of 
two  buildings  on  the  site. 

Both  buildings  have  parking  on  the  lowest 
level,  which  does  not  extend  the  full  width  or 
depth  of  the  site.  The  next  level  extends 
farther  in  both  directions,  so  that  the  founda¬ 
tions  follow  the  slope  West  and  North  in  a 
stepwise  fashion.  The  result  is  a  greatest  cut 
of  35  feet,  according  to  the  March  21  presen¬ 
tation.  Thus,  the  exceptional  liability  re¬ 
quirements  written  into  the  permit  a  year 
ago  have  been  dropped. 

The  plans  Tai  Associates  had  asked  to 
present  March  2  were  for  an  85-foot  building 
with  16  feet  of  superstructure.  It  has  less 
than  5,000  square  feet  of  offices,  13  condos, 
and  13  parking  spaces,  thus  requiring  no 
variance. 

At  the  last  minute,  the  Planning  Department 
also  asked  Tai  to  present  at  the  discretionary 
review  a  model  of  an  all-office  building  about 
68  feet  high,  requiring  33  parking  spaces. 
With  two  floors  of  parking  it  could  house  22 
cars,  and  it  would  need  a  parking  variance. 

The  Planning  Commission  approved  both  the 
condo/office  and  the  all-office  building,  with 
the  understanding  that  Tai  Associates  would 
prefer  the  all-office  if  they  can  get  the  vari¬ 
ance.  Also,  the  condo/office  has  the  approval 
of  the  Landmarks  Advisory  Board,  whereas 
the  all-office  has  not  yet  been  presented  to 
them.

Small  Business  Business 

THD  is  participating  in  a  newly-formed 
small  business  task  force  organized  by  Super¬ 
visors  Britt  and  Walker.  This  citywide  advi¬ 
sory  group  consists  of  representatives  of  mer¬ 
chant,  neighborhood,  and  real  estate  in¬ 
terests. 

The  purpose  of  the  task  force  is  (1)  to  provide 
a  forum  for  identifying  problems  facing  small 
neighborhood  businesses,  and  (2)  to  devise 
solutions  to  retain  essential  neighborhood 
services. 

A  key  agenda  item  under  discussion  is  the 
form  the  group  should  take.  Supervisor  Britt 
outlined  a  proposal  to  create  a  Small  Busi¬ 
ness  Commission  via  a  charter  amendment 
on  the  November  1985  ballot.  Others  favor  a 
group  that  can  start  operating  immediately. 
The  proposed  business  unit  would  have 
quasi-governmental  status  and  could  field 
the  problems  of  neighborhood  businesses  at 
City  Hall. 

Attending  the  City  Hall  organizational 
meetings  were  the  Council  of  District  Mer¬ 
chants,  West  Portal  and  Polk  Street  Mer¬ 
chant  Associations,  Russian  Hill  Neighbors, 
the  Independent  Grocers  Association,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Coldwell  Banker  and 
TRI  Realtors.

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Michelangelo  Playground 
Becomes  a  Park 

Michelangelo  Playground,  located  on  Green¬ 
wich  Street  between  Leavenworth  and  Jones, 
was  not  maintained  or  used  for  years  by  the 
School  Board.  Finally  May  1984  twenty  NBN 
members  began  a  community  garden  on  the 
western  edge  of  the  playground. 

Community  interest  was  sparked  by  the  gar¬ 
den,  and  residents  adjacent  to  the  play¬ 
ground  joined  with  the  gardeners  to  improve 
the  site.  New  basketball  hoops,  paid  for  by 
the  residents,  were  installed  and  benches 
painted,  and,  now  the  neighborhood  enjoys 
the  color  and  freshness  of  the  garden. 


In  September,  the  Committee  to  Improve 
MAP  was  formed,  comprised  of  representa¬ 
tives  from  NBN,  Russian  Hill  Neighbors, 
Trust  for  Public  Land  and  members  of  the 
neighborhood  adjacent  to  the  playground. 

In  October,  the  Committee  made  a  formal 
presentation  to  the  Parks  and  Recreaction 
Open  Space  Committee  requesting  funds  to 
rehabilitate  the  playground  and  turn  it  into  a 
multi-use  park — part  community  garden, 
part  play  area,  and  part  landscaped  park 
with  senior  parcourse  area.  Open  Space  was 
interested  in  the  proposal  but  said  the  prop¬ 
erty  had  to  be  transferred  to  the  city  before 
they  could  allocate  any  funds  for  rehabilita¬ 
tion.

Shock  and  dismay  greeted  the  recent  an¬ 
nouncement  by  the  Mayor’s  office  that 
arrangements  were  nearing  completion  to 
accept  a  free  rainbow-hued  paint  job  for  Coit 
Tower  from  the  National  Paint  and  Coatings 
Association  in  Washington,  D.C.  Our  beloved 
tower  is  badly  in  need  of  a  thorough  restora¬ 
tion  as  well  as  a  painting,  but  must  we  resort 
to  passing  the  tin  cup?

Mr.  Haramis  and  three  of  his  partners  met 
with  Lyn  Clarke  and  Maureen  Topping  from 
THD  and  Lawrence  Ferlinghetti  and  Nancy 
Peters  from  the  City  Lights  Bookstore.  The 
meeting  took  place  Tuesday,  April  23  at  the 
site,  and  further  details  of  the  anticipated 
business  were  revealed. 

Historical  landmark  status  has  not  been  re¬ 
quested.  Modifications  to  the  exterior  will 
alter  the  Broadway  site  to  match  the  Colum¬ 
bus  corner,  since  two  separate  buildings  are 
involved.  Structural  repairs  to  the  exterior 
are  required  to  meet  current  standards.  Sign 
regulations  are  restrictive,  and  all  signs  will 
be  small. 

Forty  to  fifty  people  will  be  employed,  many 
of  whom  will  come  from  teenage  and  senior 
citizen  age  groups.  Parking  should  not  be  an 
issue,  as  most  of  these  people  use  public 
transportation  or  live  in  the  area.  Further, 
the  owners  do  not  envision  being  a  “destina¬ 
tion”  restaurant  and  anticipate  their  clien¬ 
tele  will  be  in  the  area  for  other  reasons  and 
will  simply  walk  in. 

A  conditional  permit  is  required  for  them  to 
operate.

Update  on  Coit  Tower 

Thirty-seven  arrests  were  made  at  Coit  Tow¬ 
er  Friday,  April  19,  according  to  Capt.  Gray 
of  Central  Police  Station.  Addressing  the 
April  THD  Board  of  Directors’  meeting  with 
Marsha  Garland,  Central  District  Chairper¬ 
son,  and  Dr.  Timothy  Armistead  of  Mayor 
Feinstein’s  office,  Capt.  Gray  explained  that 
only  11  of  those  arrested  were  San  Francis¬ 
cans.  Two  were  felony  arrests,  one  for  drugs 
and  one  auto  burglary.  Stemming  directly 
from  public  outcry  over  the  recent  rash  of 
nocturnal  drinking  and  noise  making  at 
Telegraph  Hill’s  most  cherished  landmark, 
the  arrests  were  apparently  effective  since 
the  following  Saturday  there  was  only  one 
arrest. 

Capt.  Gray  felt  the  outbreak  at  Coit  Tower 
might  have  been  related  to  Studio  West  on 
Broadway  (now  closed)  and  explained  Cen¬ 
tral  had  made  over  200  arrests  in  the  past  4 
weeks.  There  are  153  police  officers  at  Cen¬ 
tral,  and  the  Coit  Tower  problem,  once 
brought  to  their  attention  through  police- 
community  meetings,  was  swiftly  addressed. 

Dr.  Armistead  labeled  the  outbreak  a  moving 
problem,  one  imported  from  the  Mission 
where  several  blocks  were  taken  over  on 
weekends  by  Latino  and  Hispanic  gangs  Due 
to  the  lack  of  funds  to  entertain  the  gang 
members,  the  problem  will  very  likely  sur¬ 
face  at  Marina  Green  or  Twin  Peaks. 

Marsha  Garland  passed  on  suggestions  from 
community  meetings  to  deal  with  offenders. 

•  present  a  showing  of  neighbors  at  the  hear¬ 
ings  to  remind  the  judges  that  taxpayers 
and  voters  think  these  are  serious  offenses; 

•  post  signs  making  explicit  what  behavior  is 
not  legal  at  Coit  Tower; 

•  have  offenders  who  are  found  guilty  clean 
up  the  grounds. 


Without  suggesting  any  parallels,  the  bigg¬ 
est  “gang”  on  the  Hill  is  still  THD  and  they  do 
not  take  kindly  to  messing  around  with  or  at 
Coit  Tower.  June  Fraps,  THD  Crime  Preven¬ 
tion  Chairperson,  was  present  at  the  Police 
Community  Meetings  at  which  the  Coit  Tow¬ 
er  was  discussed,  and  past  president  Jane 
Winslow  reiterated  THD’s  concern  in  a  letter 
to  Mayor  Feinstein.  The  Semaphore  ap¬ 
plauds  those  who,  like  the  police,  moved  swif- 
ty  to  eradicate  this  problem.  Police  communi¬ 
ty  meetings  are  held  every  third  Thursday  at 
7:30  p.m.  at  the  Vallejo  Street  Police  Station.

Meet  Your  Neighbor 

Bob  Katz  was  born  in  Be¬ 
lgium  and  then  moved  to 
Switzerland  at  the  age  of 
three.  He  attended  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Zurich  and  later 
the  University  of  Paris, 
where  he  studied  law.  In 
1939  he  moved  to  New  York 
City  and  during  World  War 
II  worked  for  the  Office  of 
War  Information,  now  the 
Voice  of  America.  His  ability 
to  read  and  speak  four  languages  got  him 
involved  in  making  documentary  films  for 
foreign  distribution.  Wide-ranging  in  their 
content,  the  films  aimed  at  showing  Eu¬ 
ropeans  an  America  they  wouldn’t  know 
from  watching  Hollywood  films. 

Bob  has  lived  on  “the  hill”  with  his  wife  Nan¬ 
cy  since  1952.  Married  in  1948,  they  have  one 
son,  Andy,  who  is  a  student  at  UC,  Santa 
Cruz.  Drawing  on  his  ten  years  of  experience 
with  the  OWI,  Bob  Katz  revived  the  extinct 
film  department  at  the  California  School  of 
Fine  Arts,  and  in  1954  became  a  charter 
member  of  Channel  9.  There  he  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  building  KQED’s  film  depart¬ 
ment  and  active  in  making  films  for  national 
educational  television.  Holding  that  position 
for  ten  years,  Bob  made  films  on  pioneering 
photographers  such  as  Dorothea  Lange,  Ed¬ 
ward  Weston  and  Ansel  Adams.  From  1965 
until  1982,  he  taught  documentary  film- 
making  at  San  Francisco  State  University, 
until  his  retirement. 

However,  “retired”  is  not  the  right  word  be¬ 
cause  since  1966  Bob  has  spear-headed 
THD’s  waterfront  committee.  “What’s  that”  I 
asked  as  we  sat  on  the  Katz’s  patio  next  to  a 
Norfolk  pine  tree  and  across  from  a  three- 
story-high  birch  tree.  The  waterfront  seemed 
another  world.  But,  as  we  all  know,  what 
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happens  on  the  waterfront  affects  all  of  us. 
For  instance,  did  you  know  that  if  it  weren’t 
for  THD’s  (and  other  organizations’)  per¬ 
sistent  involvement  in  waterfront  matters, 
there  would  be  something  called  Ferry  Port 
Plaza  between  Piers  3  and  7,  a  private  de¬ 
velopment  one  and  one-half  times  larger 
than  Alcatraz,  as  well  as  condominiums  at 
Ft.  Mason,  not  to  mention  a  500  foot  U.S. 
Steel  tower  immediately  south  of  the  Ferry 
Building? 

How  exactly,  I  wondered  (and  asked),  does 
THD  use  its  respected  influence  to  keep 
waterfront  developments  within  some  kind 
of  reason?  By  state  law  the  Bay  Conservation 
and  Development  Commission  (BCDC)  has  a 
masterplan  which  “controls”  the  Bay,  piers, 
and  100  feet  inland.  The  Northeast  Water¬ 
front  Advisory  Committee  which  works  with 
the  Planning  Department  incorporated 
BCDC’s  masterplan,  and  expanded  it.  Bob 
was  at  the  forefront,  from  the  beginning,  in 
all  of  this  planning.  He  currently  is  THD’s 
member  of  a  citizens  advisory  group  which 
gets  involved  with  what  goes  on  from  Marina 
Green  to  Hunter’s  Point.  More  specifically, 
THD  pressured  Pier  39  to  put  in  and  finish 
their  park,  and  prevented  them  from  con¬ 
structing  a  massive  maintenance  building  at 
one  end  of  the  park.  With  Jim  Augustino  and 
Anne  Halsted  THD  was  influential  in  seeing 
that  Pier  7  will  become  an  open-space  fishing 
area. 

Bob  Katz  retired?  Hardly.  At  73,  he  carries 
on  a  good  fight.  When  I  mentioned  that  I  tend 
to  get  cynical,  Bob  Katz  said,  “If  we  didn’t 
keep  working,  it  would  be  much  worse.”  And 
that  it  would.  Bob  added,  “The  involvement 
is  a  continuous  educational  process  for  THD, 
City  Hall  and  some  developers.”  Thus  one 
man’s  long,  focused  and  persistent  concentra¬ 
tion  of  energy  has  helped  keep  our  waterfront 
from  being  developed  into  extinction.
